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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Applicant respectfully traverses that Koo fails to disclose delaying dropping the data channel for a time period based on the data rate. 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Koo teaches an active state assigned with a DTCH that is divided into a low rate 
and high rate transmission substate, where for the low rate a FCH or DCCH is established and for the high rate a SCH is established 
(column 3 lines 19-44). Koo further suggests that in a high rate transmission substate, when user data is completely transmitted on the 
SCH or a predetermined duration of time expires, the high rate transitions to the low rate transmission substate (column 3 lines 56-60). In 
the low rate if data transmission is discontinued for a predetermined time the DTCH is released and another state is entered (column 3 
lines 60-63). It is understood by the Examiner that each of the low and high rate transmission substates have their own time periods that 
must be met before transitioning to another state, where another state has a different channel. Therefore the channel of the first state is 
released so that the channel in the second state could be activated. The Applicant further respectfully traverses that Koo fails to disclose 
transmitting in a Control Hold State via a dedicated control channel. The Examiner further respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Koo 
teaches when a control hold state is entered, signals are transited on a dedicated control channel (column 6 lines 62-63). The Applicant 
respectfully traverses that Lohita fails to disclose delaying TBF termination by transmitting dummy data. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the Applicant. Lohita teaches the transmission of messages to indicate the end of a TBF before releasing the TBF (page 3 
paragraph 0029). It is understood by the Examiner that the messages suggest control signaling for the flow of data, however it is obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art that the control signals could be in the form of a dummy envelope of data. 
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
